I came to the conclusion that the "rating" system I devised for "Colonia" 
players is grossly unfair, and makes rating a stand-by almost impossible. 
The system not only rewarded a player for doing well , but punished him for 
doing badly and encouraged drop-Outs in games not going well for a given 
player. So, I decided to adopt a system suggested by Lee Kendter. There 
will be 9 "win" points awarded for each game ,.' plus "survivor" points based 
on the number of sup -ply centers held by the survivors, at the rate of .01 
points per supply center. Thus, a 50 Supply Cent er win will givethe winner 
9 , 50 points, while a 6 center survivor will be award d .06. Stand-bys will 
be awarded points . 

Based on this system, and the results of two more completed "Colonia" games, 
the new ranking a op ears on Page 2 C (Sorry Walter, you lost first place (at 
least for the time being) ) .
